Dave  Maggard  —  2 1 5 -pound 
full-back,  and  second  varsity  let- 
ter man,  has  pulled  the  Eagles  out 
of  many  tight  spots  with  his  de- 
pendable punts.  Maggard  is  a 
good  line  backer,  and  is  fast  and 
powerful.  Though  his  95-yard 
run  in  the  T.  C.  U.  game  was 
called  back,  it  will  go  down  in 
Teachers  College  history  as  evi- 
dence of  real  football. 

Benge  Daniels  —  170-pound 
end,  received  his  first  varsity  letter 
this  year.  Though  he  was  new 
on  the  team,  he  quite  easily  proved 
himself  to  be  a  steady  and  hard- 
fighting  team-mate,  consistent  in 
his  offense  and  defense.  On  de- 
fense he  was  recognized  as  a  dan- 
ger signal,  and  very  few  yards 
were  ever  gained  over  him. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  pounds 
of  muscle  and  brawn,  plus  speed 
and  plenty  of  punch  in  his  charge, 
brought  James  Gate,  tackle,  his 
second  varsity  letter  and  the  repu- 
tation of  being  one  of  the  best 
tackles  in  the  conference.  It  is 
with  regret  that  the  Eagles  see  Gate 
leave  them  this  year. 

WiNLON  KNOWLES — 180-pound 
center,  in  his  second  year  on  the 
varsity  squad,  has  been  one  of  the 
best  the  Eagles  have  ever  had. 
Making  few  bad  passes,  and  being 
hard  to  handle  on  defense,  he  has 
been  greatly  feared  by  his  oppo- 
nents. His  value  on  pass  defense  is 
outstanding,  and  should  place  him 
as  the  best  center  in  the  confer- 
ence next  year. 

Weldon  Taylor — earning  his 
first  varsity  letter,  proved  himself 
to  be  one  of  the  best  blockers  on 
the  squad.  Weighing  195  pounds, 
few  opponents  were  found  who 
could  handle  him.     His  outstand- 
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ing  work  in  the  Sam  Houston 
game  will  be  remembered  and 
should  help  him  to  be  selected  as 
one  of  the  best  tackles  in  the  con- 
ference. 

Troy  Mullens  —  180-pound 
end,  proved  his  worth  to  his  team 
in  both  defense  and  offense.  He 
was  one  of  the  fastest  men  on  the 
squad  and  was  usually  the  first 
man  down  on  punts,  and  could 
be  depended  upon  as  a  pass  catch- 
er. Mullens  received  his  second 
varsity  letter  this  season. 

Although  the  '33  season  was 
Gayle  Sebastian's  first  year  to 
letter  on  the  varsity  team,  the 
Eagles  will  lose  him  next  year  be- 
cause of  graduation.  He  was  a 
fast  and  shifty  150-pounder,  who 
could  always  be  depended  upon 
in  a  pinch,  and  his  departure 
marks  the  passing  of  a  good  half- 
back. 

Jack  Vaughan — half-back  dur- 
ing his  third  letter  year  on  the 
varsity,  served  as  captain  of  the 
'33  team.  His  175  pounds,  and 
his  ability  as  a  punter,  made  him 
one  of  the  most  valuable  blockers 
of  the  conference.  Vaughan  was 
speedy  and  shifty,  and  always 
kept  his  opponents  wondering 
what   would   come   next. 

Atkins  Gay — 185-pound  lines- 
man, is  another  first  varsity  let- 
ter senior  who  will  not  be  back 
on  the  squad  next  year,  but  who 
will  be  remembered  as  a  depend- 
able tackle.  Gay  was  not  only 
one  of  the  most  consistent  men  on 
the  squad,  but  was  also  extremely 
hard  to  handle  on  defense  and 
was  a  good  blocker  on  offense. 

Paul  Pearson — third  varsity  let- 
ter  man,    played   his   final   season 
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with  the  Eagles  this  year  as  guard, 
and  was  one  of  the  best  men  on 
the  squad.  He  was  a  good  block- 
er and,  on  defense,  was  feared 
by  all  his  opponents.  Pearson's 
consistent  playing  caused  him  to 
be  picked  as  guard  on  the  second 
all-conference  team. 

Charles  Cox  —  170 -pound 
guard,  playing  his  second  year  on 
the  varsity  team,  was  undoubted- 
ly one  of  the  strongest  players  the 
team  had.  His  touchdown,  after 
a  43 -yard  run  with  an  intercepted 
pass,  in  the  S.  M.  U.  game  will  not 
be  forgotten.  The  fact  that  he  is 
captain-elect,  was  placed  on  the 
all-conference  squad,  and  was 
chosen  as  the  outstanding  lines- 
man in  the  conference  shows  his 
worth  to  the  Siscomen. 

Terrell  Yarbrough  —  the 
speedy  halfback,  will  be  playing 
his  third  season  for  the  Eagles 
next  year.  Yarbrough  can  always 
be  depended  upon  for  the  needed 
yards  in  tight  places.  He  is  con- 
sistent on  defense  and  offense 
and,  with  two  varsity  letter  years 
behind  him,  shows  all  promise  of 
having  his  best  season  slated  for 
next  year. 

Jack  Elder — finished  his  third 
season  with  the  Eagles  heavily 
handicapped  by  a  broken  leg.  His 
passes  were  as  straight  and  swift  as 
a  bullet.  In  spite  of  his  leg,  he 
was  an  excellent  broken-field  run- 
ner and  a  jam-up  defensive  play- 
er. This  175-pounder  could  have 
had  both  legs  broken  and  still  have 
been  a  good  quarterback. 

Albert  Wirz — playing  his  third 
varsity  letter  season  during  his 
senior  year,  has  been  one  of  the 
best  ends  in  the  conference.  Long 
and  lanky,  shifty  and  speedy,  his 
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Strong  point  was  pass-snatching 
and  running  for  yard  after  yard 
down  the  field.  Wirz's  ability  has 
caused  him  to  be  placed  on  several 
all-conference  teams. 

Homer  Pegram,  speedy  little 
quarter-back  from  Denton  High, 
completed  his  first  year  with  the 
Eagles.  His  outstanding  work 
this  season  was  in  the  Stephen  F. 
Austin  game.  Pegram  is  not  only 
shifty  and  elusive,  but  is  also  a 
good  passer  and  punter,  and  much 
will  be  expected  of  him  during  his 
next  two  seasons  with  the  Sisco- 
men. 

James  Nichols — powerful  Eagle 
tackle,  made  the  all-conference 
team  for  the  second  successive 
year.  Weighing  well  over  200 
pounds,  he  was  a  tower  of 
strength  on  defense.  His  ability 
to  break  up  opposing  teams 
caused  him  to  be  picked  for  a  place 
on  the  mythical  team. 

Eugene  Wilson — full-back,  has 
completed  his  third  and  final  sea- 
son with  the  Eagles.  He  was  an 
all-round  back,  with  plenty  of 
speed  and  punch  in  his  drives. 
Wilson  turned  in  a  creditable  per- 
formance on  his  offense  and  de- 
fense, and,  being  hard  to  get  off 
his  feet,  was  always  a  threat  while 
in  the  game. 

Francis  Reeves  began  his  first 
season  with  the  Siscomen  playing 
tackle,  but  was  later  switched  to 
end,  where  he  proved  himself  to 
be  a  tower  of  strength  on  defense. 
His  entire  first  season  was  a  suc- 
cessful one,  but  he  turned  in  his 
best  performance  in  the  game 
against  Southwestern. 

Willard  Sutton — guard,  is  an- 
other first  season  man  who  should 
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be  of  great  value  to  the  Eagles  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years.  Sutton 
was  one  of  the  hardest  men  in  the 
club  to  take  out  of  play.  During 
the  latter  part  of  the  season  this 
stocky  185-pounder  proved  that 
his  best  years  were  immediately 
ahead  of  him. 

Dallas  Rish — halfback,  and  one 
of  the  biggest  men  on  the  squad, 
has  been  a  tower  of  strength  in  any 
phase  of  the  play.  Rish,  in  com- 
pleting his  third  varsity  year,  was 
one  of  the  best  blockers  on  the 
squad,  and  played  his  best  game 
of  the  '33  season  against  South- 
western. 


Cecil  Nabors — playing  his  first 
season  as  end,  showed  promising 
threats  for  the  years  to  come. 
When  his  200  pounds  of  muscle 
were  unfolded  to  a  height  of  six 
and  one-half  feet,  and  his  arms 
were  raised  for  a  catch,  he  was  well 
started  for  a  long  gain.  He  is  hard 
to  get  off  his  feet  and  will  be  a 
bear  for  next  year. 

A.  B.  Rogers — being  a  senior, 
used  all  his  soap  this  season.  His 
ability  to  diagnose  plays,  and  his 
value  as  a  guard,  made  him  an  im- 
portant cog  in  the  Eagle  machine. 
Rogers  was  strong  on  offense,  and 
was  stronger  on  defense.  He  will 
be  missed  next  year.

It  will  be  a  hard  job  to  fill  the  large  gap 
that  Nabors  will  leave  in  next  year's 
team. 
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Retaining  their  Lone  Star  Confer- 
ence crown  in  San  Marcos  Coach 
Charles  Sportsman's  1933  Eagle 
track  team  markeci  finish  to  what 
was  on  the  whole  a  very  success- 
ful season.  North  Texas  track 
competition  has  been  an  up  and 
down  affair;  however,  winning 
when  put  to  the  real  test  in  South 
Texas,  this  year's  cinder  path 
crew  will  go  down  in  the  sport  an- 
nals of  the  college  with  a  record 
that  merits  congratulations. 

At  the  Fat  Stock  Show,  the 
first  meet  of  the  season  for  the  lo- 
cals, the  Eagles  were  runners-up 
to  Abilene  Christian  College  in  the 
college  division.  J.  D.  Moore 
sounded,  literally,  a  warning  to 
runners  of  the  tall  timber  that  day 
when  he  ran  the  race  in  the  extra- 
ordinarily good  early  season  time 
of  1  5  flat.  Big  Moore  also  placed 
in  the  weights  and  high  jump  on 
the  same  day  to  capture  high  point 
honors  in  his  division.  Although 
they  were  unable  to  take  first 
honors  at  any  of  the  relay  meets 
Sportsman's  charges  were  always 
in  the  running,  taking  their  share 
of  the  points.  Besides  the  Stock 
Show  meet,  members  of  the  squad 
competed  in  the  Louisiana  Relays 
and  an  invitation  meet  in  San  An- 
tonio marking  up  creditable  rec- 
ords at  both  places.  Texas  Chris- 
tian University  nosed  out  the 
Eagles  on  two  occasions  during 
the  season  in  colorful  dual  meets, 
while  the  only  other  Southwestern 
Conference  foe  to  meet  the  Eagles, 
Southern  Methodist,  was  turned 
back  by  an  impressive  score  late  in 
the  season.  The  Eagle  thinly- 
clads  split  the  last  two  dual  meets 
of  the  season,  l6sing  to  A.  C.  C. 
and  winning  over  their  bitter 
rivals,   the  Commerce  Lions. 

Annexing  five  first  places  and 
piling  up  a  score  of  5  3  J/2  points 
in  the  face  of  stiff  competition  in 
the  annual  Lone  Star  Conference 
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meet  in  San  Marcos  the  Eagles  re- 
tained their  laurels  as  cinder  path 
champions.  Despite  bad  weather 
conditions  including  a  strong 
wind,  six  new  Lone  Star  records 
were  set  at  San  Marcos.  Moore 
flung  the  discus  136  feet  and  four 
inches  to  hang  up  a  new  mark  in 
this  event,  while  the  Eagle  sprint 
relay  team  composed  of  Malone^ 
Mullins,  Wright,  and  Hayes  ran 
their  event  in  43:9  for  a  confer- 
ence record,  since  that  was  the 
event's  first  conference  appear- 
ance. Hayes  ran  the  century  in 
10  flat  to  take  that  event,  and 
Henry  Culpepper  surprised  fans 
by  repeating  year  before  last's 
high  hurdle  race  and  winning 
over  Moore,  his  teammate.  The 
Eagles  fifth  first  place  came  as  a 
result  of  the  mile  relay  race  which 
was  captured  by  Mullins,  Cul- 
pepper, Hayes,  and  Wright.

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The  Eagles  defeated  the  Commerce 
Lions  for  the  193  3  Lone  Star  Conference 
Cross  Country  crown  by  a  score  of  2  7  to 
28.  Last  year  the  Eagles  lost  the  confer- 
ence run  to  Commerce  by  the  same  score. 
This  is  the  fourth  year  that  the  conference 
championship  has  been  decided  by  one 
point.  In  1929,  the  Eagles  won  the 
T.  I.  A.  A.  crown,  then  losing  to  A.  C. 
C.  in  1930  by  one  point.  In  1931.  the 
Eagles  again  lost  to  A.  C.  C.  by  one 
point,  then  losing  to  Commerce  in  19  32 
by  a  score  of  27-28,  and  reversing  the 
score  on  the  Lions  this  year. 

November  1  1 ,  Housewright  set  a  record 
on  the  Denton  course  in  a  dual  meet  with 
Commerce,  making  the  3.2  miles  in  16 
minutes  and  39  seconds.  Conlee,  a  sopho- 
more thinly-clad,  finished  second  in  this 
meet.  In  the  conference  run,  at  Commerce. 
Conlee  set  a  record  on  that  course,  making 
the  three  and  a  quarter  mile  run  in  1 7 
minutes  and  7  seconds,  with  Housewright 
running  a  close  second.  The  other  run- 
ners were  a  full  quarter  mile  behind  the 
two    Eagles. 

The  sophomore  men  on  the  squad  more 
than  fulfilled  Captain  Housewright's  ex- 
pectations by  running  a  good  race  and 
finishing  well  toward  the  front.  Bright 
prospects  for  a  championship  squad  in 
1934  are  assured  by  the  return  of  all  of 
the  men,  with  the  exception  of  House- 
wright and  Estes. 

Wilson  Tunnel,  a  junior  in  the  Col- 
lege, was  elected  captain  of  the  squad  to 
fill  the  place  to  be  left  vacant  by  House- 
wright.

Climaxing  one  of  the  best  seasons  ever 
to  be  enjoyed  by  an  Eagle  harrier  team, 
the  present  edition  of  the  thinly-clads.  led 
by  Captain  Housewright  and  Conlee 
downed  the  Commerce  Lions  for  the  first 
championship  flag  this  college  has  won  in 
the  sport  since  the  fall  of  1929. 

Although  there  were  few  men  out  for 
the  sport  this  season,  some  of  the  best 
talent  ever  seen  on  the  local  cinder  path 
was  present.  In  Housewright,  captain, 
was  found  one  of  the  most  consistent 
runners  in  the  conference.  Although  this 
was  only  his  second  year  as  a  varsity 
man,  he  showed  up  well  and  was  able  to 
set  a  new  course  record  against  the  Lions 
here  Armistice  Day.  This  is  his  last  season 
with  this  college,  as  he  takes  his  degree  in 
the  spring.  Estes,  also  running  his  last 
season  was  a  good  man  against  all  the 
opposition. 
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When  Coach  Terrence  Myracle  issued 
the  first  call  for  the  193  3  tennis  squad  a 
large  number  of  contestants  entered  the 
field  for  the  tryouts.  Of  this  group, 
Elliott  Smith  was  the  lone  letterman  from 
the  193  2  championship  squad.  After 
the  first  weeks  of  workouts,  selections  for 
the  team  were  made  and  the  following 
men  were  selected:  Captain  Elliott  Smith, 
Shelby  Phillips,  Carver  Moore,  Berry 
Langford,  and  James  Spurlock. 

During  the  season  the  Eagle  netters  met 
and  defeated  some  of  the  outstanding  net 
artists  of  North  and  East  Texas.  In  the 
conference  meet  held  at  Huntsville  Coach 
Myracle's  men  made  a  determined  stand 
for  the  championship  but  were  turned 
back  during  the  final  doubles  match  when 
the  Smith-Moore  combination,  conference 
favorites,  were  upset  by  Prim  and  Tra- 
week  of  Commerce,  6-4,  9-7,  2-6,  3-6, 
7-5,  White  of  Trinity  won  the  singles 
crown.  Final  points  for  the  meet  were  as 
follows:  Commerce,  21;  Denton,  15; 
Trinity,  15:  Sam  Houston,  12;  Nacog- 
doches,  0 ;   San  Marcos,   0. 

Captain  Smith,  ranking  Eagle  per- 
former, was  a  steady  and  dependable  man 
all  season,  defeating  consistently  the  best 
court  men  in  the  conference.  During  his 
three  years  on  the  tennis  team  he  devel- 
oped into  one  of  the  best  court  generals 
the  school  has  produced. 

Carver  Moore,  an  experienced  stroker, 
flashed  at  times  a  brand  of  tennis  that  was 
unbeatable.  He  was  a  splendid  player 
and  a  dangerous  singles  opponent. 

Phillips,  playing  his  first  year  on  the 
varsity,  after  having  seen  lots  of  action 
during  his  freshman  year  under  Myracle, 
developed  into  a  much  feared  singles  op- 
ponent. His  hard  service  and  steady  ground 
strokes  carried  him  to  victory  in  many 
matches. 

Langford  and  Spurlock  were  two  men 
who  saw  much  action  during  the  season. 
Langford  used  a  smashing  game  that  was 
hard  to  cope  with.  Spurlock  was  more 
adept  at  doubles  and  in  this  department 
saw  much  service.

The  Woman's  Athletic  Associa- 
tion has  as  its  purpose  the  devel- 
opment of  women's  athletics  as  a 
means  of  promoting  physical  ef- 
ficiency, recreation,  sportsmanship, 
leadership,  and  a  feeling  of  keen, 
friendly  rivalry  among  the-  w^omen 
of  the  college.

During  the 
past  ten  years,  however,  the  club 
has  grown  until  it  is  now  the  larg- 
est organization  on  the  campus. 
The  membership  annually  passes 
the  three-hundred  mark. 

Among  the  sports  offered  by 
the  W.  A.  A.  are  swimming, 
roller-skating,  tumbling,  tennis, 
archery,  and  dancing.  In  the  fall 
term  archery,  dancing,  hiking,  ten- 
nis, and  tumbling  are  offered. 

Each  year  awards  are  given  to 
those  members  who  fulfill  specific 
requirements  in  the  W.  A.  A.  In 
the  past,  the  awards  have  been  let- 
ters, and  a  blanket  to  those  having 
a  sufficient  number  of  points. 
Now  each  member  gets  a  bracelet, 
the  links  of  which  identify  her 
with  that  particular  sport  in  which 
she  participated.
